He added that he had never 
heard of Lane until this morning. 

Further sensational charges that 
the government was bilked out of 
millions of dollars in aireraft frauds 
that were never prosecuted, or else 
settled out of court for fractional 
Sums of the money involved, were 
laid before the eommittee by Lane.
